While US '640 teaches a method of producing a cathode material LiFePC>4for a 
secondary battery comprising iron compound, neither US '640 nor the remaining prior 
art of record would reasonably lead one of ordinary skill in the art to arrive at the 
invention as currently claimed. For example, the prior art of record does not reasonably 
teach or suggest of the claimed method for producing cathode material LiFePC>4 for a 
secondary battery comprising metal iron. There is also no motivation for a skilled 
artisan to modify the prior art to make the instantly claimed invention.
